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WATER COMPANY'S APPLICATION TO RAISE 


Some very Interesting light has' been 
thrown on many questions concerning' 
the operation of irrigation companies 
in the Covina valley this-week through 
the hearing held by the state railroad 
commission at Covina, on the applica­ 
tion of the Coviria City Water Com­ 
pany to raise its water rates from one 
dollar per one thousand cubic feet 
and ten cents for every additional one 
hundred feet. 


The hearing has been held in Reed's 
hall, with Commissioner E. .O. Edger-, 
ton presiding. The commissioner was 
assisted by Engineer Phillip Haroiin, 
connected with the commission. The 
city of Covina was represented by the 
.local law firm of Gall & Pence, the 
Covina City Watei- Company by At 
torney A. E. Barnehill of the Arm of 
Gibson, Dunne & Crutcher, Los An­ 
geles, and the water company had for 
its chief witness F. C. Flnkle, well- 
known California civil and hydraulic 
engineering expert. 
F. G. Dessery, 
city engineer of Covina, also appeared 
in the capacity of a witness. Attorney 
Irvin Shupp, who lives at the corner 
of Lark Ellen street and Badillo ave 
nue, appeared as attorney for the us 
era of water outside of the city.

Colum­ 
bia Land & Water Company stock, 
also owned by the domestic company, 
is appraised at $200 per share, and 
witnesses stated that its market value 
is $175. 
' ., • OLD CONTRACT WATER. 


Much controversy arose over the 
establishing of the ownership of what 
i|fknown as the "contract water." The 
company owns shares In this old con­ 
tract water that was originally applied 
on land north of the San Bernardino 
rojjid. It waB claimed by the city that 
the domestic company is keeping these 
shareB, selling water to the consumers 
on" the land, when in reality the prop- 
e'rxy-owners are the owners of these 
spares, BB the' water wns originally 
appurtenant to*the land. 


Superintendent 
Coolman 
testified 
that these shareB were at one time ap­ 
purtenant to the land, but that Blnce 
1897ji all shareB had been separated 
from: the land by agreement, and had 
become the property of the domestic 
water company. 


Attorney Shupp brought out the fact 
that many of the users of water In 
the country outside of the cfty had 
paid for the laying of pipe-lines, for 
connections and meters, in order to 
get the service. He testified that in 
his own • case he had done this, and

Water Company has been • practically 
the entire burden'of the^comtnisslon's 
investigation, as the valuation of the 
plant will, under the laws of Califor­ 
nia, determine whether the amount 
Invested warrants /a higher rate than 
the present one. The plant had been 
appraised by Engineer F. C. Flnkle 
for the water company, and he placed 
its value at $155,000. An appraise­ 
ment was made ;at the same time by 
F. G. Dessery for the city, and he came 
within two cents of the 'figures of the 
company engineer, 


, Dessery, on the' stand afterwards, 
however, stated that he believed that 
at least one-third of the present plant 
was obsolete, and Inadequate for the 
uses of the people. The pipes in many 
instances are not large enough to 
furnish the people with water prop­ 
erly, or for fire purposes. 


PEOPLE BUILD PLANT. 


A sensation was sprung during the 
taking of the testimony of J. R. El­ 
liott, superintendent of the Covina Ir­ 
rigating Company. Elliott was callod 
by the city, partially as a water ex­ 
pert, and also because the city waf*er 
company owns 291 Ve 
shares of«.tlje 
stock of the Covina Irrigating Com­ 
pany, which comprises a large bulk of 
the water served to the cutsomers. 
Elliott said in his testimony that he 
had a talk with J. H. Coolman, super­ 
intendent of the domestic company, 
recently, and that Coolman had told 
him the only cash that had ever been 
spent by the company was $35,000, 
and that all the remainder of the 
plant's physical valuation had grown 
through acquiring property paid for 
by the consumer. 


Elliott also testified as to the his­ 
tory of the Covina Irrigating Company, 
and of other companies in the valley. 
PEOPLE ASKED FOR SERVICE,, 
John H,' Coolman, In testifying, stat­ 
ed that the matter of selling exten­ 
sions, connections and service to peo­ 
ple outside of the city, was in many 
Instances brought about by pressure 
brought to bear on the company by 
people themselves. He said that many 
property-holders were so anxious to 
get the service that they made a volun­ 
tary offer to pay for the cost of put­ 
ting in the lines. He intimated that 
the extensions would not have been 
made otherwise, as the company coulo^ 
not afford to carry iU iines for those 
distances at the company's expense. 


B,'F. Edwards, secretary of the Co­ 
vina Irrigating Company, In giving 
testimony, presented much valuable 
information to the commission con- 
cerainjf the history, of the water de-

THE IMPROVEMENT OF VARIETIES OF 


CITRUS FRUIT BUDS IN CALIFORNIA 


Editor's Note—Some very remark- 
able, and yet elmple experiment* have 
been carried on In the lest four yeara 
by A. D. 8hamel of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, dealing 
with the productivity of the orange 
tree ae an Individual, not as a grove. 
8h»mel suspected that many treea in 
California orchards were not paying 
for their keep, In fact, the shipments 
of citrus fruits compared with the 
number of trees of bearing age, show­ 
ed beyond doubt that many of the 
trees were "drones." , The average 
was lees than a box to the tree. This 
was startling. 


Big growers of citrus fruits who 
were making money from their or­ 
chards, told 8hame| that it would be 
a waste of time to experiment in their 
orchards. 
"My trees are bearing all 
they can potalbly stand to bear," one 
Riverside grower said. 
But he sub­ 
mitted to the experiment, and It was 
proven to him that FORTY-EIGHT 
PER CENT OF THE TREE8 IN HI8 
PROFITABLE 
ORCHARD 
WERE 
PER8I8TENT NON-BEARER8. 
- And thla grower was making money. 
It seems that there are other things 
to consider besides the further per­ 
fection of the marketing eyetem; other 
things to fight for besides the main­ 
tenance of the tariff.

/ The development of our California 
citrus Industry has been largely de­ 
pendent upon the Introduction of var­ 
ieties from other citrus reglopB. For 
Instance, the most Important branch 
of this Industry at the present, time 
is the culture of the Washington navel 
orange. The original trees from which 
this variety haB been developed are 
now growing In Rlvorslde, and were 
planted well within the memory of 
men now living In that city. It Is a 
well known fact that these trees were 
Bent to Rlvorslde from Washington, 
D. C„ through the U. 8. Department 
of Agriculture, and that their original 
source was navel orange trees grow­ 
ing near Bahla, Brazil. The Marsh's 
seedless grapefruit and the Dancey 
tangerine varieties are well'known 
introductions 
from 
Florida. 
Other, 
equally familiar, Instances might be 
cited If necessary, to prove the asser­ 
tion that most of our important citrus 
varieties have been Introduced In QiV

' the adapablllty of this region for com­ 
mercial citrus culture. 
As a* conse­ 
quence a great Impulse was given for 
the extension of the citrus industry. 
The demand for nursery trees became 
very great and It was difficult to grow 
enough trees to keep pace with the 
requirements of growers. The Impor­ 
tant problem before the nurserymen 
and other propagators at that time 
was to grow trees, of the navel and 
other varieties of citrus fruits, to sup­ 
ply the rapidly expanding market. 
As the early planted navel groves 


' came into bearing, it was noticed that 
foreign looking trees developed with 
peculiar habits of growth and striking 
characteristics of fruiting. 
One type 
of the navel orange In particular, hav­ 
ing an erect habit of growth, in con­ 
trast to the somewhat drooping habit 
of the standard navel trees, and bear­ 
ing compartlvely light crops of rough 
undesirable fruits, attracted the atten­ 
tion of many growers. For Borne rea­ 
son the trees of this type were called 
Australians. 
Other undesirable and 
unprofitable types developed In the 
navel orange groves, and on account 
of tho fact that they were different 
from the standard type, many of them 
have naturally beon called Austral­ 
ians. 
The writer is familiar with at 
leaBt six types of the navel orange, all 
decidedly different, that the common­ 
ly referred to as Australians. In fact 
any off, Irregular or undesirable types 
are usually 
called 
by that 
name. 
These noticeably different and Inferior 
types have been removed to a greater 
or less extent in many of the older 
groves and replaced with standard or 
other navel types, by rebuilding or 
other means. 


With the exception of this more 
or lean Indefinite attempt to eliminate 
the so-called Australian types by re- 
budding In the established groves, 
there has been little or no effort to 
Improve our established varieties of 
citrus fruits. 
Nurserymen and other 
propagators have accepted the maxim 
of many Eastern nurserymen that, 
"a Baldwin apple Is alwayB a Baldwin," 
In other words, we have worked upon 
the principle that there can be no 
change In a fruit variety once It is 
established. 
This Is the baBls upon 
whloh nurserymen have as a rule pro­ 
ceeded and is based upon the preced­ 
ent of the centuries. Naturally many 
of these men are violently opposed 
to 
any 
possible 
change 
in 
their 
methods or even to any Investigation 
of the. condition of fruit varieties by 
fruit growers or others. One of their 
spokesmen has recently admitted that 
there Is a possibility of the improve­ 
ment of some fruit varieties, but only 
by means of hybridization for the orlg- 


' ination of new varieties. 
Any sug­ 
gestion looking toward the mainten­ 
ance and Improvement of 
existing 
valuable varieties seems to be abhor­ 
rent to such men. Many reasons have 
been suggested for this attitude. One 
rather charitable explanation Is the 
fact that the discovery of practical 
methods for improving fruit varieties 
would necessitate a reform in methods 
of propagation by some nurserymen, 
the use of system and care in the place 
of the present bit or miss methods of 
bud cutting, and an intelligent and 


scientific study of sources of buds in 
contrast with present, conditions in 
which such study is considered unnec- 
esary and established methods are 
blindly followed and accepted as infall­ 
ible. 
Another reason has been sug­ 
gested viz: that the running out of 
varieties and the unsatisfactory con­ 
dition of production of many establish­ 
ed varieties Is traceable to existing 
methods of propagation and leads to 
a desire on the part of fruit growers 
for new varieties in the hope of get­ 
ting something better. This condition 
Is favorable for the sale of new and 
promising nursery stock, which in 
many cases proves to be as unsatis­ 
factory iri production as the old varlei- 
ties. In considering other reasons for 
the 'antagonistic attitude of certain 
Eastern nurserymen to any Investiga­ 
tion of this subject by fruit growers 
or others, it has been suggested that 
such men fear that much of the un­ 
satisfactory production of many fruit 
varieties may be found to be due to 
the ordinary methods of propagation, 
in which event the nursery stock on 
hand propagated by these methods, 
might be depreciated In value. Such 
an attitude if true, could be compared 
-with the efforts of Oriental despots 
In keeping their subjects in ignorance 
for fear that the spread of education 
might interfere with their personal 
profit and power. 


The writer found through a similar 
experience in the antagonism of esta­ 
blished seedsmen to new methods in 
his work for the Improvement of corn 
varieties in Illinois and other sections. 
In 1898 he suggested the organization 
of the Illinois Seed Corn Breeders As­ 
sociation and prepared the constitu­ 
tion and by-laws for the adoption of 
practical methods for growing and 
distributing Improved varieties of corn. 
The corn growers who Joined this as­ 
sociation agreed among other things 
to sell seed corn on the ear so, that 
the buyer could Judge somewhat of 
the character of the seed purchased; 
to Improve their varieties by the in­ 
troduction of systematic'methods of 
breeding and seed selection; and to 
eliminate as far as possible with exist­ 
ing knowledge, unproductive and un­ 
desirable types in these varieties..For 
the select seed a price of two'' dollars 
a bushel was fixed, while ordinary 
seed corn of these varieties.could be 
bought'from established-seedsmen.foj:

fb« failure of the new asBociatlbn Com­ 
posed of (a few farmer* in competi­ 
tion with the powerful and establish­ 
ed seed business, 
It was commonly 
predicted that no one would be foolish 
enough to pay two dollars for a 
bushel of select seed corn, especially 
as this seed was likely to become mix­ 
ed under ordinary farm conditions, 
making It necessary to buy the im­ 
proved seed frequently from the corn 
breeders. Time has proven that these 
prophets were wrong. 
The demand 
for the Improved corn from the be­ 
ginning has been greater than the sup­ 
ply. The price per bushel has been 
advanced many times, In some cases 
to as much as ten dollars per bushel. 
The Illinois Seed Corn Breeders As­ 
sociation has become a large and pow­ 
erful organization, and the writer haB 
assisted In the formation of similar 
organizations in many 
other 
corn 
growing states. The culture and sale 
of improved corn has become a great 
and successful business. The use of 
Improved seed corn has become gen­ 
eral and has been probably the great­ 
est factor in increasing the yield per 
acre of corn in the corn belt, It has 
been frequently stated by competent 
Judges, that this movement has been 
of greater Influence than any other 
'one in recent history, In Introducing 
improved methods of farming, in at-, 
traoting young men to the study of 
agriculture and making it a success­ 
ful business, and in interesting farm­ 
ers, In' the use of improved methods 
of farming. 
It has also added tre­ 
mendously to the profits of corn grow­ 
ing in the corn belt and has had a 
profound Influence upon the prosperity 
and happiness of the corn growers 
as a whole. 


In fruit growing the nurserymen as 
a rule have not been growers of ruit, 
and the fruit growers as a rule have 
not been propagators. This condition, 
In our opinion, 1B the real cause for 
the neglect of the study of improved 
methods of propagation. The nursery­ 
men have not studied the relation of 
their methods of propagation to pro­ 
duction, and the fruit producers not 
being familiar with the methods by 
whloh their trees were propagated, 
have not correlated the behavior of 
their trees with the methods of propa­ 
gation UBed by the nurseymen. 
Con­ 
sequently the growers have naturally 
bought trees as a rule for the cheap­ 
est possible price, and in order to 
meet this condition the nurserymen 
have been forced to produce the trees 
in the cheapest possible. 
The only 
questions we havo asked concerning 
the quality of nursery stock are the 
price and the variety. 
It has been 
assumed as a rule that the trueness 
to variety was the only Important 
question so far as quality of trees is 
concerned. As several years usually 
elapse between the planting of the 
trees and their coming Into bearing, 
particularly in the case of apples and 
like varieties, and as the parentage 
of the trees is usually unknown to 
the grower anyhow, we have failed 
to fix the responsibility for unsatis­ 
factory results. 
With corn we raise 
a crop every /ear and In this case 
we have an opportunity to correlate 
result* with causes and have found 
that poor seed has been one of the 
most Important causes of poor yields. 
! But with fruit bearing trees their orV 


gin Is usually so remote,' and their 
history unknown, that the growers 
have not been able to correlate the 
behavior of the fruiting trees with 
that of the parents. 


Little attention has been paid to the 
individual tree- behavior. 
We have 
assumed that the trees of a variety 
are alike and that .a study or know­ 
ledge of Individual trees is unnecess­ 
ary. 
Frequently barren trees 
are 
noticed in an orchard but we have 
gone along- comfortably in the. belief 
that those, trees, will bear crop* 
Jthe 
following year, If we find unsatisfac­ 
tory trees we frequently think that 
we remember that those trees bore 
satisfactory crops last year. 
It is 
only when we secure actual data on 
individual tree behavior that we dis­ 
cover its Importance—that our mem­ 
ory is usually not reliable or to. be 
depended upon from one year to an­ 
other—and we are shocked by the fact 
that only a few treeajn our orchards 
are bearing profitable crops regularly. 
The object of this paper is to try to 
Interest fruit 
growers in 
studying 
their individual trees and in present­ 
ing suggestions from our experience 
for doing this in a systematic and 
practical manner. 


BUD VARIATIONS. 


The science of plant breeding* has 
been investigated almost wholly from 
the, standpoint of seed bearing plants. 
Scientists have been engaged In the 
work of experimenting with seed selec­ 
tion, "hybridization, fecundation, and 
related phenomena. 
Their attention 
has been almost wholly directed to 
studying sex in plants, the variability 
of seedlings, and in discussing theories 
explaining the behavior of seedlings. 
This condition has led to many im­ 
portant results and discoveries of 
practical importance in the improve­ 
ment of seed bearing plants by seed 
selection and breeding. 


On the other hand, the behavior of 
plants propagated by. budding has been 
compartlveiy neglected. 
The litera­ 
ture on the subject of bud variation, 
is noticeable on account of its brevity 
and the comparative barrenness of 
real observations and experiments. As 
a result of our knowledge of buds, bud 
variability 
and 
the Inheritance of 
characters In buds is in much the 
same state that the knowledge of 
fecundation and inheritance of char­ 
acters in seedlings was centuries ago. 
We have as yet to develop a Darwin 
and a Mendel who will add to our 
knowledge of the behavior of bud 
propagated plants as these great scien­ 
tists accomplished for seed propagat­ 
ed plants.

in this short time to* lay the basis fdr 
the successful investigation of ' some 
phases of this subject, we have been 
able to establish certain facts and to 
demonstrate some important methods 
tor Improving the production of our 
established citrus varieties, as well as 
to offer suggestions for practical tree 
study, the result of our continuous 
field observations. 


We have discovered that bud varia­ 
bility is common and frequent In the 
cltruB varieties that we have studied. 
This condition of variability as ex­ 
pressed in' individual fruit and limb 
sports, has led to the introduction in 
our cltruB varieltes of many types. In 
other words we have found and proven 
that our citrus- varieties are made up 
of numerous types bearing character­ 
istic fruits, having characteristic times 
of fruiting, and with very important 
differences in value of fruit produc­ 
tion. 
Instead of our citrus varieties 
being made up of one uniform type 
the facts are that they are composed 
of most diverse types easily discern- 
able to every observer after their 
distinguishing 
characteristics 
have 
been pointed out. 


We have traced these types to bud 
and limb types, and have frequently 
found several developed in the same 
tree from a single bud. In the navel 
orange, for instance,- we have found 
all of the nine common types growing 
In a tree which has developed from 
a single bud. We have found a simi­ 
lar condition in the case of five types 
of the Marsh's seedless 
grapefruit, 
seven types of the Eureka lemon, and 
eleven types of the Valencia orange 
varieties. 


The Important characteristics of our 
citrus typeB are shown in the seed 
bearing characters, amount and com­ 
mercial quality of fruits, time of rip­ 
ening the fruits, thorniness of the 
trees, position of fruits on the trees,' 
fruit markings and other characters, 
resistance to cold, 
floral 
structure, 
leaf characters, resistance to drought, 
rate of growth, and many other strlk ; 
lng and practically Important type 
characteristics. We have demonstrat­ 
ed that these types can be propagated 
by budding and can be replaced by 
rebudding; in fact, that the type var­ 
iability can be controlled by means of 
careful bud selection and propagation. 


The Immense practical importance 
of this discovery can be appreciated 
when we consider that our perform­ 
ance records show that within the var­ 
iety the difference in yield of common, 
types amounts In some cases to from 
three to five hundred packed boxes of 
fruit per acre. The difference In value 
of the fruit borne by different types 
within the variety we have found to 
amount to from three hundred to fif­ 
teen hundred dollars per acre. 


One of the most important discov­ 
eries has been that in the case of the 
citrus 
varieties 
investigated, 
high 
yield is usually correlated with high 
commercial quality. In other words, 
the most productive citrus trees have 
given us the largest proportion of 
valuable grades and valuable sizes of 
fruit.

Exchange has returned to the grower $13,000,000 against a return for 
the same period of #17,000,000 last year. 
The difference 
between 
these two figures would not lie so great if it wasn't for the faef'that 
this return has been made to comparatively few growers against no 
returns at all to the majority of growers. 
The big orchardists, who 
were.able to spend a great deal of money for smudging devices, saved 
a portion of their crops, and received high prices. 
The ordinary 
grower did not get anything. 
And these figures given also include 
fruit shipped since last September, which was before the freeze. We 
do not feel in the mood for extra spending this year.

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SEVENTEEN CITIES BENEFITED THR0U6H . 
TRUNK-UNE OUTFALL SEWER SYSTEM 


BY SEWARD C. SIMONS, 
Secretary of San Gabriel Valley Inter-City Commission, 


With the approval by the Governor 
of the bill drawn by William' J. Carr, 
city attorney of Pasadena, at the re­ 
quest of the 8an Gabriel Valley Inter- 
City Commission, authorizing the for­ 
mation of public utilities districts, 
the second definite step has beefi taken 
towards providing the Trunk Line 
Outfall Sewer, the crying need of the 
San Gabriel Valley. 


The movement for this sewer assum­ 
ed definite form with the report of 
engineers Olmstead and Gillelen to 
the Inter-City Commission, showing 
that the plan to build a sewer to serve 
seventeen cities was entirely practl 
cable as to its engineering features 
and reasonable In cost. . 


tlf the actual conditions did not ex­ 
ist, It would seem scarcely creditable 
that of the great section of country 
lying to the north and cant of Los 
Angeles, comprising the richest agri­ 
cultural land in the world, containing 
a population of 4100,000, ono-hnlf still 
used the unsanitary cesspool and the 
remainder sower farms ,of doubtful 
safety and of high cost. 


It was tfie realization that these 
serious conditions are being accentu­ 
ated by the rapid Increase of popula­ 
tion which Is taking place, and espec­ 
ially that the opening of the Panama 
canal would bring thousands of Imml 
grants as settlers throughout the coun­ 
try, which caused the enterprise to 
be started, its leaders feeling that If 
the occasion was not seized and the 
improvement brought about, it would 
later havo to be undertaken when the 
difficulties to be met with will be far 
greater than they now are. 


The county board, of supervisors 
has mado a general order that no 
more sewer farms may be established 
within the county territory, while the 
grand Jury which,has been investigat­ 
ing the existing farms has stated that 
they must be Abated at once. 


In addition, the state board of health 
has taken a firm stand on the sewer- 
farm question. With theBe bodies tak­ 
ing such a position, the outfall sewer 
has become not only desirable as a 
means to protect the health and im­ 
prove the land values of the county, 
...Jjuta practical necessity by legislative 
action.

Starting with a meeting a year ago) 
called by representatives of Pasadena, 
South Pasadena and Alhambra and at­ 
tended by committees from seventeen 
cities, the trunkline outfall sewer com­ 
mission was organized, with John D, 
Reavls as Its president, Robert Jor­ 
dan of Alhambra, vice-president, and 
C. W. Rhoades of Pasadena, treasurer. 


Acting under appropriations from 
the different cities, Olmstead and Gill­ 
elen wero engaged to prepare plans, 
while William J. Carr, city attorney 
of Pasadena, in consultation with the 
other city attorneys, drew a suitable 
legislative bill. The cities associated 
are Pasadena, South 
Pnsndona, Al­ 


hambra, Monrovia, Lqrdaburg, Glen;, 
dora, Covina, Azusa, Whlttier, Arte- 
sta, 
Norwalk, 
Downey, 
Claremont, 
Pomona, San Gabriel, Compton and 
Huntington Park. It is expected that 
Sierra Madre, Arcadia, San Marino, 
El Monte and other cities will be In­ 
cluded in the work as It progresses. 


The plan of the engineers contem­ 
plates four principal branches to the 
sewer, called for distinction Pasadena 
(serving also South Pasadena, Alham­ 
bra and San Gabriel); Duarte (serv 
lng Monrovia, Arcadia and El Monte); 
Qlcndora (serving also Azusa, Covina 
and Lordsburg); and Pomona (serving 
also Claremont). 
These four main 
branches unite in a point above the 
Whlttier narrows and they follow a di 
rect course to the sea, picking up 
Whlttier, Norwalk, Downey and Ar- 
tesla on the way. 


The sewage will be passed through 
most scientific septic tnnUB located at 
suitable 
points on the different 
branches, so that by tho tlino the 
ocean Is reached, the effluent will be 
free from all solids and noxious mat 
ter and so that by running the outlet 
some distance Into the sea, no possible 
Injury or unpleasantness could come 
to the beach near the outfall. 


Realizing the great value of. water 
in portions of the San Gabrleel Valley, 
plans are Included to permit the util­ 
ization of the purified waters for ir 
rigation at certain times during the 
year, when this can be done with en 
tire safety. After the first few years 
of 'operation it is estimated that 700 
inches of water can be so used, which 
will afford a revenue which will go 
a long way .towards meeting the pay­ 
ments on the bonds. , 


The cost of the entire system is estl 
mated by the engineers at $2,306,861, 
which will provide a system of pipes 
largo enough to serve a population of 
1,089,000, which it is expected the val 
ley will contain, exclusive of Los An 
geles, In 10f>0. 


Under the plan set forth In the 
Public Utilities District Act the cities 
and towns which are to use the sewer 
will form a district, which may then, 
on the approval of two-thirds of the^ 
voters, Issue bonds>.for: the,>construe' 
tion'of the system.' To Jqaeet;' th'el 
.charges ipom the* 'bdnds^andl Hr*Oitf 
!| 
operation, tho board or directors, di 
the sower district are to make ;coh- 
tracts with each city which uses the 
sewer to pay a fixed amount ciach 
year. The revenue from tho the sale 
of water will be credited first, so that 
only the net expense will need be 
collected in this way. 


Since the retlremtn last January of 
John D. Reavls, the first president of 
the commission, the president has been 
Robert Jordan, the well known builder 
Who Is also • one of the trustees of 
the city of Alhambra. Each city has 
one vice-president on tho executive 
committee. The secretary's office is 
812 Security Building, Los Angeles.

ORPHANS IN AUSTBAL1A. 


They Are All Wards of the State and 
Carefully Protected. 


There are no orphans in Australia. 
That is not because parents never die 
there, bat because when they do the 
State at once steps In to' the rescue of 
their little dnes. Children who have 
been robbed by death of their natural 
protectors are practically adopted by 
the government. 


Unless some near relative manifests 
a desire to assume the responsibility 
and can demonstrate his .ability to do 
so the child is committed to the chil­ 
dren's council, wblcb selects some 
borne among the farmers of the coun­ 
try. These foster homes, are examined 
closely, and often two or three are 
tried before one is found in which the 
cbiid finds congenial surroundings. 


After thirteen the state feels .that its 
ward should earn moro.tban board and 
lodging. At font age, therefore, be is 
hired out, usually, however, to the fos­ 
ter parents who have been previously 
taking care of him. Three-fourths of 
his* wages are deposited in savings 
banks; the remainder is bis. When be 
becomes of age or if he wishes money 
in Order to leorn a trade or to attend 
a more advanced school—or, in the 
case of JL girl, when she wishes to 
marry—the savings are turned over to 
the ward.—New York World,
